‘‘We don’t need ’em,’’ said Cook. “It’s 
only a little run of % miles or so and 
we'll get there before dark.”’ 

When the cruisers reached Meramec 
they unanimously appointed McCord 
pilot because of his supposed knowledge 
of the river. He now confesses that he 
knows nothing about it. 

Five miles-up the Meramec the boat 
grounded, and the cruisers, in bath- 
ing suits, waded and swam to find the 
channel Reaching ‘Fenton at dark, 
they found that the engine was running 
but the-boat was making no progress. 
Matches were lighted, and-a horrible 
discovery was made. 

When McCord put on his bathing suit 
he threw his street clothes in the bot- 
tom of the boat, back of the engine. 

And Jinx ate them. 

The clothes became bntarieted with 
the propeller shaft and were drawn into 
the engine. That was what made the 
strange rasping noise. For half an hour 
the engine had been consuming Mc- 
Cord’s ¢lothes, grinding up his watch 
and keys and bolting down his spare 
change for dessert. 

None of the power was being commu- 
nicated to the propeller and the boat 
was at a standstill. 

McCord figures that after starting in 


cruise 


‘to eat his belongings the Jinx went four 


miles before*it stopped, and that the 
four-mile ride cost him $25 a mile. 

The engine was cleared of buttons, 
basting threads and watch springs and 
another start was made. 

After grounding several times, the 
Jinx puffed into Meramec Highlands 
harbor at 8:40: p. m.

He was gone four hours. His three 
guests huddled in.the launch in the 
rain and waited for him to come back. 
‘They were full of dark forebodings] 
that the skipper of the Jinx may 
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have drowned while trying to swim 
ashore. 
Discovery Is Made. 

At 12:20 a. m. McCord sighted the 
light of a lantern dancing and bob- 
bing down the steep hill off the star- 
board bow. The lantern came 
Straight: toward them after- reaching 
the level shore line. 

Cook waded out to the boat and 
when the lantern lit up the surface 
of the waters there were groans from 
the drenched voyagers. 

They found that the Jinx was only 
15 feet from shore and that the inter. 
vening water was only four inches 
deep.

Follews Middle of River. 

Coming down the Hudson, Atwood 
rounded Crum Elbow at the head of 
the college boat race course at a height 
of 20 to 200 feet above the river. He 
maintained this height and followed 
the middle,of the stream for the three 
miles to the Poughkeepsie bridge, ap- 
proaching which it looked as if he 
was going over the bridge at a height of 
76 feet. 

Then he seemed to change his mind, 
for he reduced his speed, which had 
been about 45 miles an hour, and glided 
gracefully downward, passing under the 
bridge through the span nearest the 
Poughkeepsie shore about 100 feet above 
the water. 

The house tops in this city were filled 
with people and a great eheer and blast 
of whistles greeted the birdman’s pass- 
ing. Clearing the bridge, Atwood glided 
gradually to a higher altitude an1 in- 
creased his speed, still keeping over 
the middle of the stream about 250 feet 
in the air. When last seen from the 
house tops of Poughkeepsie he appeared 
to be traveling 45 to 60 miles an hour. 

Exceeds World's Record. 

By passing Rhinecliff at 8:40 a. m. At- 
wood exceeded by 13 miles the previous 
record of 1164 miles, which was held 
by European aviators. 

Atwood's distance from St. Louis when 
he passed there was 1177 miles. 

His time is days, as compared to 30 
days which was required by the former 
record holders. The former world’s 


“record for distance was made by Koe- 


nig, Vollmuller and Buechner, who fin- 
ished in the order named in the Na- 
tional Aviation Circuit Race, over Ger- 
many, 1164 miles. 

Conditions All in His Favor. 

Conditions for the start at Castleton 
probably were the most favorable since 
Atwood began his long flight. Hardly 
a breath of air stirred and what little 
mist there was earlier in the day was 
soon dissembled by the hot sun blaz- 
ing from an almost cloudless sky. 

Hundreds of persons were attracted to 
the starting point, at Castleton, com- 
ing in automobiles, on motor cycles and 
in carriages and many even walked 
miles to see the aviator on his way. 

Shortly after 7:30 o’clock all was an- 
nounced ready and Atwood climbed into 
his seat, first strapping his suitcase to 
the machine, 

When the motor was started it was 
found that @a spark plug was broken 
and this caused some delay. 

Atwood left the ground at 7:36 and 
after circling the field twice came back 
over hits starting point and waving 
his hand to the people headed his ma- 
chine dtie south over the river.

“ FOR FINAL DASH 


Aviator Taking No Chances on 
Finish of Record-Breaking 
Journey: 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 24.—All night 
most skillful mechanicians to be 
found in Albany were working by lan- 
tern light preparing Henry N. Atwood’s 
biplane for his final dash this morning 
with the St. Louts Post-Dispatch’s mes- 
sage to the New York World. 

Before going reluctantly to bed for a 
few hours’ much-needed sleep the wiry 
young sky sailor received every assur- 
ance that his craft will be in trim for 
departure early this morning. And it 
was. 

Barring accidents and eather disap- 
pointments, Atwood will fly down the 
Hudson and North River, past Gov- 
ernor’s Island, over New York harbor, 
and land at the old Sheepshead Bay 
race course between 4 and 5 p.m. He 
will try to be there by 4. 

Atwood had hoped to press on past 
Rhinecliff yesterday and establish a 
new world’s record before attempting 
the last leg of his 1265-mile flight, 
but that dread of all airmen, engine 
trouble, overtook him, and a thor- 
ough overhauling of his machine was 
deemed necessary in order co make 
safe and certain as possible the end 
of his long journey. 

Engine Taken to Pieces: 

When the engine was taken to 
piecés it was found that the delicate 
mechanism had been worn by 1131 
nmiiles of travel. It was nécessary to 
send the pistons to Albany for new 
washers and to replace a screw that 
had worked loose by vibracion. 

Atwood said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent: 

“As soon as I pass Rhinecliff I shall 
feel that my trip has been a success, 
as then I shall have sec a new mark 
in long distance flying, but my satis- 
faction shall not be complete until I 
have linked the two great cities by 
the 1265-mile flight.”

The Mirror: Does St. Louis need a 
boss—a benovelent despot perhaps, such 
as the Greeks had in mind? No. 

Ever since I was a boy I have heard 
the question asked: ‘‘What's the maf-, 
ter with St. Louis?” The generally. ac- 
cepted answer then was that we needed 
about 100 first-class funerals. Well, we 
have had the funerals, but the condi- 
tions complained of have not disap- 
peared. 

But, let us see. 
thing the matter with St. Louis? 
lid, no doubt, operates to keep tran- 
sients away, rents are undoubtedly too 
high, the financial power is too con- 
centrated, there is a constant shifting 
of real estate value making our 6se- 
curities unstable in Eastern markets, 
and some things of that kind, but I 
fail to see where a boss could remedy 
any of those conditions. 

After all, are we not judging St. 
Louis by Wrong standards? Is not a 
city of 700,000 large enough? St. Lous 
is a city of vast territory, and magnifi- 
cent homes. We do not have the ex- 
tremes of wealth and poverty here that 
exist in New York and Chicago. While 
we have few real wealthy men, we 
have also few people in distressing cir- 
cumstances. We have a great middle 
class of thrifty, well-to-do people, who 
are enjoying life in their own way and 
not making much noise about it. Chica- 
go is a city of blackened wooden shacks, 
as compared with the comfortable and 
substantial homes of St. Louis. 

Why Night Life Downtown? 


They say there is no downtown life 
at night in St. Louis. That is probably 
true. People who have automobiles go 
to the country, instead of to the down- 
town restaurants. While you may not 
find people on the streets in the busi- 
ness center, you will find them at King’s 
highway and Delmar avenue, Grand 
avenue and Olive street, and in numer- 
ous other localities. Every district now 
has its restaurants and amusements, 
and it is not _necessary for the people 
to leave the immediate vicinity of their 
homes to have a good time. 


When you get down to brass tacks. 
St. Louis is a pretty good town. Big- 
ness is not the only thing to be de- 
sired. A prosperous and contented pop- 
ulation of 700,000 is probably better after 
all than a big, overgrown city with 
extremes of wealth and poverty. 

We are not going to see any more cit- 
les grow like Chicago. In the days of 
Chicago’s greatest development it stood 
practically alone in its territory. —ut 
other big cities are springing up. St. 
Louls has long depended upon Texas, 
Oklahoma and the Southwestern States 
for its business. 


Texas now has Dallas, Houston and 
Galveston—all good-sized cities, and Ok- 
lahoma has Oklahoma City. Then there 
are cities like Memphis, New Orleans 

and Nashville.

My husband was then foreman) 
of a concrete gang. I was young and 
foolish, and he was old enough to be 
foolish about young and pretty girls. 

“He persuaded me to elope with him 
to Belleville. I did so in defiance of 
my mother, who urged me to wait until) 
I was older before getting married. She 
advised me also against marrying a man 
so much my senior. I thought I knew 
best, but I know now that my mother’s 
advice was sound. 


Says Doctor Is Merely Friend. 

“T have been a faithful wife, but my 
husband is now in the jealous or silly 
age.

The dead are: Daniel Drea, secre- 
tary of the local miners’ union; T. J. 
Gilmore, shift boss; John Wilhelmy, 
Thomas Odolovich, Edward Walsh, John 
McNulty. Seriously injured: Clarence 
Gates, Michael Foley, Edward Knox, 
Peter Harrington. 

The men on the 1400-foot level heard 
a noise which they thought was caused 
by an explosion. They looked upward 
and saw the shaft in flames. They at 
once boarded the cage and started for 
the surface, but encountered the flames 
at the 1200-foot level and stopped. 


Five Men Quit the Cage. 

Wilhelmy and four other men left the 
cage and started to walk through the 
14)0-foot level to the old Alpha shaft, 
7 feet away, through which they 
hoped to climb out of the mine. The five 
men remaining in the cage gave the 
signal to hoist and were pulled through 
the blazing shaft. One was dead when 
the top was reached and the other four 
were taken to a hospital. 

The work of rescuing the five men re- 
maining in the mine was then attempted 
through the Alpha shaft. At the 400-

AIX LES BAINS, France, Aug. 24.— 
Thomas A. Edison confidently predicted 
today that there will be no more wars, 
and expressed the opinion that the air- 
ship would be a deadly factor in war. 

The heat is intense here, but Edison 
seémed as cool as a refrigerator. 


“I feel perfectly comfortable with the 


temperature at 90,”"" he said. 

Disdaining the attractions of Aix les 
Bains itself, he motored out to La Grade 
Chartreuse in the environs, 32 miles dis- 
tant. ‘The road took him through wild 
hills, which, he said, reminded him of 
Rocky Mountain scenery. He was deeply 
interested witile going through the aban- 
doned convent of the liquor-making 
monks, who were exiled from France 
on the separation of church and State. 

Sees Sturdy French Soldiers. 

On the way to La Grande Chartreuse 
Edison stopped at Chamberg, the an- 
clent seat of the dukes of Savoy, an im- 
portant garrison town now. The great 
inventor, whose opinion of French sol- 
diers was based chiefly on glimpses of 
those in Paris, expressed pleasurable 
surprise at the general, sturdiness of 
the rank and file of the army. But he 
is‘not impressed by Europe's fully 
armed attitude; he is certain there will 
never be another war between great 
Powers. j 

“Europe will never again indulge in 
international conflict, for she has 
learned her lesson from the economic 
disasters of war,’ said Edison.

“TI remember nothing of the kind, 

Beattie took out of the hands of his 
counsel and into his own the guidance 
of his case in a moment as crucial as 
any that will come in his battle for 
life.' Judge Watson announced that the 
jury was complete. Sixteen men had 
been chosen as competent to pass upon 
the charge against the youthfti de- 
fendant. 

According to Virginia practice, the de- 
fense then had the right peremptorily to 
eliminate four of these men, the remain- 
ing 12 to form the jury to listen to the 
evidence and either set him free or send 
him to the electric chair. 

Consults With Attorneys, 

The youth and his father, and his 
lawyers, Smith & Carter, asked the 
court for time for a consultation. They 
retired to a little anteroom for 20 min- 
utes. When they returned Beattie was 
pale. His lips were set and his eyes 
staring. Lawyer Smith then went over 
the list of the jury names and at each 
name clanced at the man who bore it. 
Then the lawyer decided upon a man he 
meant to scratch. But Beattie shook 
his head. - 

“All right, Henry,” said his chief 
counsel. ‘Suit yourself. You're the 
man, after all, that should be suited.” 

So Beattie stood up. His pose was 
tense. He leaned forward. his hands 
clenched. He looked long and sharply 
into the faces of the 16 men—one after 
the other, holding each juror for several 
seconds in a steadfast gaze. He was 
deliberate, but it was a time of intense 
nervous strain. It was a game of life 
and death. He was picking out of the 
16 men the four that intuition or ob- 
servation told him were the least friend- 
ly or might judge him too harshly. 

Lawyer Calls the Names, 

Lawyer Smith stood beside him, the 
jury Nst in hand. The scene lasted Ww 
minutes. Suddenly Beattie squared his 
shoulders and spoke rapidly and nerv- 
ously to his counsel, a nod of the head 
toward one of the men in'‘the box ac- 
companying each remark. And at the 
end of each whisper Lawyer Smith 
called the name of a rejected juror un- 
til four men had thus been eliminated. 
“Tne first to fall under an unfavorable 
eye from Beattie was the oldest man on 
thé jury, a collariess, bewhiskered farm- 
er, with a rough hewn face and great 
shaggy eyebrows over deeply set eyes. 
The second was the youngest man -on 
the jury, of exactly Beattie’s own age. 
He had deported himseif with levity 
several times and Beattie had evident- 
ly decided not to risk his life with such 
@ man. The other two men to go ap- 
parently were marked for no particular 
character. 

Beattie still stood, rigid and erect, aft- 
er the four rejected men had moved 
back to places among the spectators. 
Then h« took a long, final look at the 
12 men, sank to his seat and leaned 
against. the shoulder of his father. The | 
white-haired, fine-featured old man 
made quick response by slipping his 
arm over the youth’s shoulder. Beattie 
gat white-faced, staring “down hard at 
the table In front of him, the muscles 
of his countenance twitching rapidly. 

No More Aute Rides 

Judge Watson then in a low voice and 

with clearest enunciation told the jurors 
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chair, another that would send him to 
State’s prison for life, and a third that 
would take him to prison to from five 
to eighteen years. Beattie’s nerves 
were gone. He swallowed and winced 
at the reading of each of these penal- 
ties. His father, noticing his perturba- 
tion, began fanning his son’s brow with 
a palm leaf. 

When court adjourned there was no 
long automobile ride for Beattie through 
beautiful pine groves, past great deer 
preserves, over wooden bridges span- 
ning silvery woodland streams, back to 
his big, comfortable cell in the modern 
county jail in Richmond. With the 
choosing of his jury Judge Watson had 
ordered that the young man be confined 
in the little old red brick jail of Ches- 
terfield County, a squat, dwarf building 
in the rear of the grové in the center of 
which stands the ancient courthouse. 
So when Beattie left the courthouse he 
carried a dress suit case filled with be- 
longings and in a green cloth case his 
beloved guitar. 

Relatives Protect Him. 

Sheriff Kemp of Richmond surren- 
dered his prisoner to Jailer Coghill and 
the big jailer led the way down the 
narrow path from the courthouse to the 
jail. The excited cries of other pris- 
oners within were heard. For the first 
time Beattie recoiled from the snap of 
the camera. He pleaded with his father 
and brother Douglas to stand off the 
camera men. They quickly pulled off 
their hats and concealed his face with 
them. Beattie was near to collapse. 
His step was unsteady. He half lurched, 
half fell inside the doorway. 

His only companions in the jail are 
six negro prisoners, minor offenders, 
such as chicken thieves and drunkards. 
He has a celi apart from them, but it is 
a grim, wretched little chamber. A great 
tree enfolds this section of the building 
in its shade and he little cell is al- 
ways dark. 

Beattie Dihcbasertet. 

Beattie had shown a_ disconcerted 
countenance ever since he left the 
Richmond Jail with his belongings. In 
the corridor of the Richmond Jail he 
had encountered his cousin Paul, who 
declares he bought for Henry the gun 
with which young Mrs. Louisa Beattie 
was shot to death. As their eyes met 
it was apparent there was a bitter en- 
mity between the two. 

And on. his auto ride to Chesterfield 
Courthouse Beattie’s demeanor was 
changed. He had no eyes for familiar 
faces. He did not appear to be greatly 
aroused even when his car almost ran 
into a passenger train. 

The Crowd Dwindles, 

There was not nearly so big a crowd 
under the sycamores, locust trees and 
the one great loridly oak at the Chester- 
field Courthouse when the little hand- 
wrought bell that has tolled for 150 years 
{n the baby tower of the old place 


again struck out its sharp, almost peev- 


ish notes. .The darkies did not make it 
a general holiday, but horsemen can- 
tered up and ramshackle buggies drew 
in line under the sheds and before court 
convened Judge and lawyers and tales- 
men reclined on the grass in the shade 
of the trees and talked politics. 

The same scene was re-enacted in the 
midday recess, where after dinner and 
deep drafts from the old oaken buck- 
et that comes brimming up from a deep 
well on a winding rope, the well set in 
the center of the courthouse lawn, the 
men strolied about smoking. Old Sheriff 
Gill, with his quaint little rugged figure 
and constantly bobbing yellow chin 
whiskers, told the reporters how he led 
72 men over an embankment at Gettys- 
burg during Pickett’s charge, and ied 
only two of them back. 

Beattie’s jury was chosen out of @ 
men, Only ore of them expressed a 
prejudice or scruple against inflicting 
capital punishment.

Thursday to get 
a revolver, after threatening to kill 
them. 

The girl caught him by the coat as 
he climbed on a chair to get his re- 
volver from the top of a wardrobe and 
pulled him back to the floor. The time 
pained enabled her and her mother to 
escape from the house. 

Murta then shot himself in the right 
temple and was taken to the city hos- 
pital in a critical condition. 

Quarrel Before Breakfast. 

Murta, it is said, had not been con- 
tributing to the support of his wife and 
stepdaughter and Mrs. Murta has been 
working to support them. 

Murta entered the kitchen when she 
was preparing breakfast and there was 
a quarrel. Murta left the room, but re- 
turned a little later and asked the 
woman and girl if they wanted to see 
him “go off the map.” 

His condition and threatening man- 
ner caused them to fear harm and they 
tried to leave the room. He seized them 
at the door and drew them back into 
the room and climbed on a chair and 
tried to reach his revolver, which was 
on top of the wardrobe. 

Hear Shot as They Run. 

Amelia seized his coat and jerked him 
from the chair with such force that he 
reeled against the wall.

A plan to improve every road in St. 
Louis County, giving that district one 
of the best systems of highways in the 
United States, is outlined in a petition 
being circulated asking for a special 
élection to authorize a bond issue of 
$3,000,000 for the work.

His wife was here at the home of her 
father, H. M. Fuller, deputy clerk of 
the Court of Special Sessions.

Just when some city officials are 
Planning to fill two additional stories 
at the city hall with new job holders, 
along comes Peter White to show them 
how to do their work with the old force, 
and to get on very comfortably with the 
city hall as it is.

Brandeis, as every magazine reader 
knows, found out how much time and, 
consequently, money could be saved in 
the mere task of picking up bricks and 
other articles of building material. 

White has found .the same sort of 
waste in the duplication of work in city 
offices. Here is an instance which he 
cited Thursday in a talk with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

“The city sends a man a Dill. When 
he pays it the city must give him a re- 
ceipt, and the department which re- 
ceives it must also notify the Comp: 
troller that he has paid it. Three sep- 
srate blanks must be filled out, under 
tie present system. Now imagine a 
system of blanks fitted with carbon pa- 
per, by which the three blanks would 
be filled’ out in oné operation. That is 
time saving. That is efficiency. And 
it is only one instance. 

“Perhaps it will take as many men to 
de the work under thoroughly efficient 
methods, perhaps not,’’ White contin- 
ued. “What is certain is that the pub- 
lic will get more prompt and better 
se? Vice. 

“There is no occasion for any depart- 
ment head to feel offended by this in- 
vestigation. City governments have 
beer. built up, department by depart- 
ment, and it has only lately been un- 
derstood that we must consider them 
as a whole to get the greatest efficiency. 
Necessarily, one surveying the city gov- 
ernment as a whole, will see chances 
for improvement which the man at the; 
head of one department, rushed with its 


‘details 





routine work and holding office only 


ment they are bought for. It also 
means the lumping of purchases for dif- 
ferent departments to get lower prices. 

“Coal testing has proven a big money 
siver. The Chicago Board of Educa- 
tior saved $50,000 a year by adopting 
the British thermal unit test for coal it 
purchased. The St. Louis Water De- 
partment now has this test. It should 
be applied to all the coal the city buys. 

“The Milwaukee city government, for 
which I have done considerable work 
under the Socialist administration, ef- 
fected a saving of $30,000 a year in gar- 
bage reduction by installing better 
methods of handling, without recon- 
structing its reduction plant. 

“The system of control by the City 
Comptroller here is a good one. It ren- 
ders the Auditor's office a superfluity, 
but the people of: St. Louis decided, 
when they rejected the new charter, 
that the Auditor’s office should re- 
main.”’ 

Formerly an Accountant. 

Before’ White was a municipal effi- 
clency man, he was an expert for one of 
the largest accounting firms in the 
United States. He ‘‘cleaned up” on nu- 
merous bank failures and corporation 
taneles, and in 19% had charge of a 
corps of 60 accountants in the investi- 
gation of the affairs of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, and other big 
New York insurance companies. The 
of the famovs ‘‘Yellow Dos”’ 
fund were developed by White and his 
men. 

At the time of the San _ Francisco 
boodle investigations, which culminated 
in the shooting of Frank. J. Heney. 
White was investigating the affairs ‘of 
Patrick Calhoun’s United Railways sys- 
tem in San Francisco, in behalf of the 
company itself. 

The Chicago Bureau of Public Effi- 
clency, with which White has been 
connected for more than two years, suc- 
ceeded the Merriam Commission, which 
was formed to straighten out the in- 
volved relations of Chicago and Cook 
County. The bureau, which has had 
enough work to keep him busy in Chi- 
cago, has loaned him for part of his 
time to New York, St. Paul, Milwaukee 
and now to St. Louis. In St. Paul his 
report resulted in a general shaking up 
of the city government. In Chicago he 
took a leading part in the investigation 
of the charges of graft amounting to 
$200,000 in the building of the new city 
hall. 

He means to be thorough in his work 
in St. Louls. He has to be. It wouid 
not do to leave anything undone which 
might lead to.a demand for a new bu- 
reau to introduce more efficiency into 
the Bureau of Efficiency.

According to the story ,he told this 
morning before Judge Stockton  sen- 
tenced him, Gallion suspected that his 
wife was receiving attentions from 
Floyd Brooks. Gallion went to the po- 
lice and reported that he had received 
letters threatening his life unless he 
left town unaccompanied by his wife. 
The writer professed his love for Gal- 
lion’s wife, and declared his intention 
of having her as soon as Gallion was 
out of the way. 

Gallion confided to the police that he 
suspected Floyd Brooks and the latter 
was arrested, charged with writing the 
letters to Gallion and also the Brock- 
man letters. No evidence was found 
against Brooks and after a week he 
was released. 

A comparison of Gallion's handwrit- 
ing with that of the letters he re- 
ceived containing threats revealed a 
striking similarity and Gallion was ar- 
rested. He confessed that he had writ- 
ten the letters in order to mplicate 
Brooks. He pleaded guilty this morn- 
ing.

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COLD STORAGE CORNERS. 

Packing the cold storage warehouses with food 
supplies is now going on simultaneously in Chi- 
cago, New York and St. Louis. The explanation 
given locally is that this is intended to give a 
continuous supply and prevent increased prices. 

The explanation given by results is different. 
It shows that glutting the cold storage is part of 
a system of restricting the market until restric- 
tion extends from the local market into that of 
the entire country. 

Every market town, from the smallest to the 
largest, needs cold storage. The advantage of 
the system for all its proper uses is beyond ques- 
tion and beyond the possibility of present esti- 
mate. To turn such a system to the uses of 
restriction is a most calamitous blunder, in the 
beginning. 
crime. The end will come under the logic: of 
success in restriction. As soon as those who are 
now conspiring to control the public’s food supply 
do succeed until they can increase profits by in- 
creasing hunger at will, they will pay the penal- 
ties which such success makes inevitable.

HUMOR PAYS BEST. 

Humor pays better than fiction. As a commer- 
cial proposition the man or woman whose fingers 
itch to write should develop all the ability they 
possess to awaken laughter. Unlike Dr. Holmes, 
they should ever dare ‘‘to be as funny as they 
can.” The public will pay dollars for tickles, but 
only cents for thrills. Mark Twain dying left 
over half a million {f- personalty to“tftg“faughter 
and he might have !eft a million or two had he 
not trusted in a business management which 
made him a bankrupt burdened with debt about 
twenty years before his death. On the other 
hand, F. Marion Crawford, whose novels were 
best sellers, left but $48,000, according to an in- 
ventory filed Tuesday in New York. 

From 1882 to 1909 Crawford wrote 42 novels. 
“Mr. Isaans,”’ the first of his list, was the greatest 
success prior to the publication of Du Maurier’s 
“Trilby.” In the following years he achieved at 
least eight notable successes and every book he 
published was welcomed by a Crawford public. 
His work added notably to the profits. of pub- 
lishers and book sellers, yet his accumulation of 
money was trifling {u comparison with that of 
the humorist. 

Crawford had the gift of story telling. His 
plane was not high; he aimed only to hold the 
interest of his reader tili the story was told. He 
seldom preached and never attacked. His pen 
was ideally guided for popularity, yet the meager

ST. LOUIS NEEDS A MAN. | 


What Jeptha D. Howe said in a Post-Dispatch 
interview is by no means without value. He has 
had the teaching of a stormy experience and op- 
portunity for reflection since his so-called retire- 
ment. It isn’t necessary to agree or disagree 
with him in his allusion to himself as a leader, 
not a boss. His conclusion is correct. What 
St. Louis needs is a man. 

To define the man or proclaim the essential 
qualities, characteristics, proclivities or beliefs he 
should have is obviously impossible, and not at 
all necessary. Hazen S. Pingree, who reclaimed 
Detroit and awoke its civic consci-ace and com- 
mercial ambition, was a very different type of 
man from Tom L. Johnson, who performed a 
similar office for Cleveland. Both were radicals 
by nature. One was a Republican and one was 
a Democrat and both despised partisanship. Both 
were fearless, determined, untiring, unsentimental, 
spurred on by failure and opposition and made 
bolder by success. Both were haters of prece- 
dents. Both were business men. Both were rich 
and both were undismayed by half-successful con- 
spiracies to ruin them financially. But in char- 
acteristics they differed greatly. Pingree was un- 
educated, crude, rugged and politically inexperi- 
enced. He was wholly dependent on native 
shrewdness and intuitive processes in formulat- 
ing his policies. Johnson was politically trained, 
well educated, widely experienced and coldly and 
calmly logical. Pingree defied precedents, laws, 
and courts. Johnson used them. Their common 
virtue was their ability to inspire and hold the 
confidence of the people under all circumstances. 
They were trusted and deserved to be. Both died 
before the work they did came to full fruition. 

But the ultimate results of what they did 
were eloquent. . Cleveland, with 49.6 per cent and 
Detroit with 63 per cent increase in population, 
were in a class by themselves in the last census 
report. There has been no apparent cessation in 
the growth of either since. 

In the face of two such remarkable demonstra- 
tions of the influence of a trusted man on a com+ 
munity, we must give weight to Mr. Howe’s con- 
tention as to what St. Louis needs. We may laugh 
or scoff at his attitudinizing and the proclamation 
of the difficulties that beset him in his honest de- 
termination to lift St. Louis out of its inharmoni- 
ous state; but we can not ignore its value or its 
clarity. Whatever his other qualities and what- 
ever his intentions, Howe never had the confi- 
dence of the people. Whether he deserved the 
treatment or not, he was not trusted. He was, in 
fact, mistrusted. Anything with which his name 
was connected was damned, and damned the hard- 
er if it succeeded. 

What other man holding or aspiring .to leader- 
ship, or likely to asvire to leadership, or among 
the eligibles, in St. Louis, isin a different position, 
except relatively? What man has the confidence 
of the masses? Who Is all but universally trust- 
ed to fight the battles of the city for the city, not 
for some clique, party, crowd or faction? 

No one; at ledst, no one in sight. In the whole 
array of possibilities none suggests himself who 
can aspire with assurance that he is trusted. 

There is reason for it. “We are all stabbing 
each other,” said Howe. “It has come to be that 
every enterprise is opposed by those who are not 
directly benefited by it.” 

That is onlyhelf-en-< 
been damned equally by ‘Teckless” partisanship 
and ruthless exploitation. It has been plundered 
by spoilsmen and pillaged by franchise grabbers 
and privilege seekers. If happily the plundering 
has stopped or been stayed and diminished, the 
experience has not. been forgotten or the results 
effaced. The people have been left politically dere- 
lict and selfishness still stands as the substitute 
for civic pride. Public spirit is at such low ebb 
that the Civic League is planning union and or- 
ganization as a first step to its awakening or re- 
awakening. 

The people are skeptical. Leaderless and unor- 
ganized, with nothing in reality or ideality to at- 
tach themselves to, they wince when struck and 
strike back at random. With reason or without it, 
they cry down, they “knock,” and wherever they 
see a head, their natura] impulse is to hit it. No 
artificial ‘“‘boosting” will stop it. Self-inflicted 
blindness to cold facts will not allay it. 

To no political party and no existing organiza- 
tion can the people look with confidence and 
hope. “Both parties in St. Louis today,” said 
Howe, “are in a state of anarchy.” This is a plain 
statement of a plain fact. It is the proper wages 
for the parties’ sins. The city, as a harmonious 
organization, whose every member contributes his 
mite to the general good and glows with pride 
over the general results, is in the same state. 
The parties are disjointed and fighting for spoils. 
The community is dismembered and each person 
is fighting for himself. 

Everything and everyone is waiting—marking 
time, the mutual stabbing and throat-cutting going 
on the while. What progress there is is despite 
the situation. And. despite the situation the 
progress has been great enough to mark the 
marvelous opportunity that exists to make the 
city greater, fairer and more beautiful. It has 
been great enough to indicate the marvelous 
achievements that -vould follow concerted, co- 
operative, purposeful effort. Mr. Howe, who 
failed as a leader, has found the remedy:

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THE GINGERBREAD MAN.

Gingerbread of 
every kind will be cleared out of the city hall, 
the entire interior will be reduced to severely 
plain and practical lines, anf that ponderous, 
creaking and complicated machine, the munici- 
pality, stripped of all its unnecessary parts, light- 
ened, rebuilt and thoroughly oiled, will run like 
a watch. 

For this system the city of St. Louis is to pay

The gingerbread man will make room enough. 
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Without a new ordinance and without in- 
creasing wages the Hospital Board seems to 
have determined that the city’s charges shall 
have more food and better food; that cleanliness 
shall supersede dirt, activity shall supplant 
lethargy and in general that the ends sought 
in establishing the institutions shall be at- 
tained so far as the appropriations permit.

Where you mix benzoldehyde, oil of 
bitter almonds and glucose, the result- 
ing sticky fluid looks like the liquor 
maraschino tastes and smelis a good 
deal like maraschino, experts say, but 
it is not maraschino. So the libel filed 
in the District Supreme Court declares 
that the “cherries in maraschino” vio- 
late the law against misbranding. 

Dr. Wiley has been after the iake 
maraschino cherry for some time. The 
presence of bensoldehyde particularly 
vitiates a good cocktail, he says.

SETS AGE LIMIT OF 18 





Betting Barred From Ringside, 
Under Penalty of a 
Heavy Fine. 


By ROBERT EDGREN.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—Let the box- 


ing promoters tremble! The boxing 
committees first set of rules and regu- 
lations have been issued. The most im- 
portant provision is that ‘No decisions 
shall be rendered, except in amateur 
tournaments held under the rule of the 
Amateur Athletic Union.” 

This is rather an arbitrary ruling 
by the committee. It might be suspect- 
ed that under the direction of Mr. Sul- 
livan, with whom the A. A. U. has been 
identified for many years, the amateur 
organizations are to have a little the 
best of it. Also that rule giving the 
A. A. U. sole right to give decisions in 
amateur tournaments has the appear- 
ance of being unconstitutional. 

In article III, of the constitution of 
the State of New York, it is expressly 
stated that no bit can be passed 
“granting corporation, association or 
individual, any exclusive privilege, im- 
munty or franchise whatever.’ 

If the Frawley boxing law itself can- 
not give the A. A. U. exclusive priv- 
lleges, the law cannot give the boxing 
commissioner power to do the same 
thing. 

On a former occasion Mr. Frawley 
tried to put through the legislature a 
boxing bill giving the A. A. U. entire 
control of amateur boxing and legalizing 
the contests. When that bill was up 
it was a common joke that if it passed 
and wasn’t declared unconstitutional i* 
would give amateur boxing into the 
hands of Mr. Sullivan, whose influence 
in the A. A. U. could hardly be stronger 
if he owned it outright and carried it 
around in his pocket. But the bill did 
not go through. 

Hard to Reconcile. 

Another rule reads: ‘“‘Each glove must 
weigh at least five ounces, etc.’’ The 
Frawley bill provided that each glove 
must weigh not less than eight ounces. 

“No person under 18 years of age 
shall be permitted to participate in any 
contest or exhibition.’’ A good rule. 
It should apply also to the amateurs, 
of course. Boys from 14 years of age 
up have been fighting in the amateur 
tournaments and an amateur hits as 
hard as a professional. Mr. Sullivan 
would benefit the country if he caused 
a similar rule to be applied to amateur 
athletic competition, in the schools. 

‘‘The commission will designate an ap- 
proved list| of referees and no person other 
than those so approved shall be permitted to 
officiate as referee.’’ 

This is a go8d gule. If the commissioners 
are careful it will do more to prevent ‘'fak- 
ing’’ than any other provision in the boxing 
law. I could name a number of acting 
referees, and so could any other follower of 
the sport who should be barred from the 
ring. 

‘‘No boxing or sparring matches shall be 
held on Sunday.’’ 4 

Why discriminate? All sorta of athletic 
sports are held on Sundays, notably track and 
field meets sanctioned by the A. A. U. 

Will Stop All Betting. 

Another good rule: ‘‘There shall be prom- 
inently displayed in at least four places in 
every hall or auditorium licensed under the 
provisions of this act, the following notice: 
‘No betting allowed. Any person making or 
offering to make a bet is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor (Section 171= Penal Law) and will 
be immediately ejected.’ *’ 

Wonder if the commissioners had in mind 
a recent ‘‘welching’’ case that attracted 
much notice. At any rate it will be pleas- 
ant to sit at the ringside witheut being 
shoved and shouldered py ‘‘betting commis- 
sioners,’’ always an unmitigated nuisance 
to those who don’t care to be trimmed. . 

Here’s one that will make the club man- 
agers weep tears of joy, for it will prevent 
their having to give our Dig blocks of seats 
to politicians, police of=cials and other peo- 
ple with a pull. 

“The total number of complimentary tick- 
ets, exclusive of press tickets, shall be lim- 
ited to 2 per centum of the seating capacity. 
No person shall be aGdmetted without a ticket 
and every such ticket must be deposited by 
the ticket taker in a locked box.’” etc.

NEW WHEAT ADDS 15 
BUSHELS TO YIELD 


Turkestan Variety Separated 
From White Seed Which 
Was Mixed With It. 


CHICO, Cal., Aug. 2% —After four 
years’ experimenting at the national 
plant introduction gardens near this 
city, with a variety of wheat known as 
Chule, introduced into the United States 
from Turkestan, H. E. Blanchard, West- 
ern cereal expert of the Department of 
Agriculture, has succeeded in separating 
a pure white seed from the mixture, 
which has contaminated it practically 
ever since its introduction. 

In tests just completed, the new 
wheat has averaged fifteen to twenty 
bushels more to the acre than the White 
Australian variety, which is accepted as 
standard by the farmers of the West, 

Blanchard considers the segregation of 
the new grain one of the greatest for- 
ward steps in wheat culture in many 
| years.
